Young worms are white in 
color. They look like one-fourth 
inch pieces of thread, and the 
eggs they hatch from are little 


yellow objects about the size of a 
pin-head. The eggs are separated 
from the worm-pits when they 
are laid and placed in separate 
pits to hatch. 

“The worms aren't much 
trouble,’ Mr. Schertz says, “ex- 
cept when it rains. They get 
frisky then and_ start crawling 
around, and if you don’t watch 
them they will get out of the 
pits. The only way we can keep 
them from getting away by 
keeping a line of dry dirt around 
the edge of the pits. They don’t 
like dryness, so they stay in the

pits where it is moist.” 

The hot weather is bad _ for 
worms, according to Mr. Schertz. 
When <the temperature rises 


above 80 or 85 degrees the worms 
will. die unless- they have good 
care. Mr. ‘Sehertz keeps his 
worms in the shade and waters

Although more. people. in. this 
area are working now.than a 
year ago, there were more un- 
employment Claims for the first 
half of 1952 than during the 
same period last year. 

. According to Mrs. Mabel Gam- 
melgaard, manager of the _ local 
state department of employment 
office in Ontario, employment has 
shown a decided increase over 
that of a year ago, but at the 
same time unemployment claims 


have increased, Out-of-staters’ 
claims have doubled. 


Mrs. Gammelgaard gives two 

reasons to explain the situation. 
First, because of the growth in 
population, migrants have taken 
some jobs that normally would 
be filled by local workers. Sec- 
ond, the increase in employment 
in the. last few years has made 
more people eiligible and they 
have filed their unemployment 
elaims, 
The employment increase this 
year has heen mostly in the 
fields of construction and _ air- 
craft. repair, with the other in- 
dustries' staying fairly steady. 
While the increase this year has 
beeh appreciable, it is not 
as great as the boosts during the 
last two years, Mrs. Gammel- 
gaard points out. 


During June, the local office 
placed 188 people in non-agri- 
cultural -jobs and 128 in farm 
work. This is a slight drop from 
the May record of 217 in non- 
agricultural and 120 in agricultur- 
al jobs. Students working during 
school vacation have cut down 
the number of jobs available dur- 
ing the summer. There is usually 
a slight drop in the number of 
jobs available with the end of 
school. 

The current employment is 
mainly in the manufacture of 
citrus by-products and construc: 
tion. The beginning of the
